Answer: Chas McCarthy built the 
first store in 1901 and King Bros the 
second in the Spring of 1902. 

Could it have talked, the old Ray- 
mond Mere could have told some very 
interesting pioneer stories before it 
burned down in 1926. How well I re- 
member standing across the street, 
holding by baby girl's hand (Melba) 
as the townspeople watched these 
historic old buildings burn to the 
ground. Through the upstairs windows 
we could see great piles of blankets, 
bedding, coats etc. begin to blaze as 
huge embers dropped from the burn- 
ing roof. Then my thoughts ran swift 
ly to the old store at the right and 
the important part it played in the 
early days of Raymond, not only as 
a store—a supply base for the arriv- 
ing settlers, but as a meeting place 
for the handful of Saints. Of course 
there was no church to go to then.

Avoid Deep Seeding in 1951 


This Spring, with so much frost- 
lamaged and damp grain on farms, 
no seeding operation in Western 

nada will be more important than 
lepth of seeding. 

Know Your Seed. The use of 
‘rost-damaged or damp grain for 
ced should be avoided if at all 
possible, The risks are too great. 
Yo farmer should use frosted or 
damp. grain with the expectation 
hat he can improve its vitality; 
that is, its germination and seedling 
vigour, by seed treatment. It just 
can't be done! Don’t treat your 
trozen or damp seed with Formalde- 
hyde, and remember that if you 
treat damp grain with a mercury 
seed «lisinfectant, such as Ceresan, 
Leytosan or Panogen, you must 
plant it unmediately after treatment 
(within 24 hours), Otherwise, seri- 
ous injury to germination may result, 
llowever, as we pointed out a few 
weeks ago, treatment of lightly 
frosted (bran-frosted) seed with a 
mereury seed disinfectant is recom- 
mended, Both the germination and 
cedling vitality of lightly frosted 
seed is likely to be improved by seed 
treatment, 

Rate of Seeding. If you must use 
damp or frozen seed make sure you 

now its germination capacity (per- 
entage germination), and increase 
the rate of seeding in proportion to 
the decrease in germination. Don't 
‘xpect miracles to happen! Be sure 
ind use the rate of seeding that will 
compensate for the decreased vital- 
ty of the seed you are sowing. e his 
is the only way to insure a satisfac- 
tory field stand of plants. 

Depth of Seeding. Frozen or damp 
grain should not be sown deeper 
than is absolutely necessary to get 
the seed into moist soil. ‘The ger- 
inination, and more particularly the 
percentage seedling emergence, of 
‘rozen or otherwise damaged grain 
falls off rapidly with increased depth 
of seeding. 

- Avoid deep seeding and watch 
your rate of seeding this Spring 
Don’t forget that the care you take 
(1) in the selection of your seed, 
and (2) in your seeding operations 
will be the best kind of insurance 
against a grain crop failure in 1951

paint, You will purchase at regular 
cost a can of base paint of the parti- 
cular kind required (outside house 
paint, flat wall paint, four hour ena- 
mel, or some other) by your job, plus 
one, or two at the most, tubes of pre- 
mixed, pre-measured tinting colorants 
These are not the ordinary tinting 
colors we have known for years, nor 
are they used in the old way. In the 
first place, they have not the same 
high tinting strength of regular tint- 
ing colors, This means that it takes 
considerable of any one colorant to 
effect a noticeable change in the shade 
of the base paint. 


To get your color, you simply tear 
or cut off the end of the tube and 
squeeze the entire contents into the 
base paint. Should you require, say, 
another half pint of the same color 
to finish the job, then one half pint 
of the base paint is all you need buy, 
Tubes of colorant for this half-pint 
size, added in the same way, will give 
you identically the same color again. 
When a color is duplicated, the lower 
tinting strengihs of the colorants 
allow for any small error in ejecting 
all the colorant. There we have it! 
Any one of the 1,322 colors can be 
had by simply adding the pre-measur- 
ed colorant. There is no measuring or 
guesswork on your part; you are as- 
sured that the color can be just as 
quickly duplicated, whenever desired. 
Again, should you want a gallon of 
wall paint, plus a quart of the same 
color in a semi-gloss trim paint, 
simply buy the base paints concerned, 
with their respective colorant tubes. 
Add them, presto — you have 
matching colors for wall and trim in 
two different paint finishes.
